ILLITERACY IN THE SODTH, 


The census shows that tho whole num.- 


,or ot males ot twenty-one years and up- 
vards in the southern states who cannot 
vrito are 1,389,9-14, nearly one-third of 
ho voting population of tho sixtec-n 
states included in the division called the 
louth. It will bo surprising to learn tlia^ 
D£ this great number 4-10,OiJO are whites, 
he remainder, 979,394 being bluclis. It 
s a fncit worthy of uoto that Kentucky is 
ho only state in the sixteen iu which the 
uneducated wlntfii outnumbo'r ibo uned- 
ucated negroes. 


The south is not doing much for popn_ 
ar education. Threo years ago . there 
were hundreds of -counties in tlint sec- 
ion of the country that could not boast 


oC a aiujjlo school-house, and as "ii ruloi 
whore there was no school honso there 
was no newspaper. With this condition 
of things, 'it is no wonder that both 
whites and tho blacks lack the enterprise 
and intelligence that form tho crowning 
glory of the. north. But the south is 
improving somewhat—iu' fact a good 
deal of late—and by the time the next 
census is taken a better condition of 
things will be shown. 


The southern states have been occu- 


pied lately as a missionary field by the 
Protestant Episcopal church, and the re- 
port made by the present general con- 
vention of that body, is not very flutter- 
ing. Tho bishops seem to bo verj much 
discouraged, and-how to work among the 
illiterate whites and blacks iu the south 
with more success, was one ot the 
kfravo matters for the convention to 
consider. The bishops do not appear to 
bo practical in their ideas concerning 
church work among the ignorant. 
Tho 


first thing that needs be done is the es- 
tablishment of the common school system 
,n all the counties -in the southern states, 
tor the illiterate people that direct in- 
struction may be given them. When a 
emu, be he white or black, knows how to 
write and road and can carry with him 
somo of the useful knowledge gathered 
trom books, he will be better able to prac- 
tice, enjoy, and ennoble a Christian life 
Teach tho southern people how to read 
tho newspapers and books, and the ques- 
tion of religion among them will not be 
so grave a matter as the bishops of tho 
Episcopal church now find it.
